General in Prescribing 

Physician Use Only 

A restriction placed on certain medications that requires a physician’s approval for both 
initiation and renewal. If the detainee arrives with medications, a Mid-Level Provider may 
continue until an IHSC physician reviews the order and makes a judgment regarding the 
appropriateness of continuing the detainee on medications in this category. 

Physician Initiation Only 

A restriction placed on certain medications and requires a physician’s approval for initiation. A 
Mid-Level Provider may continue this medication without obtaining the physician’s approval. If 
the detainee arrives with medications, a Mid-Level Provider may continue until an IHSC 
physician reviews the order and makes a judgment regarding the appropriateness of continuing 
the detainee on medications in this category.
